BRIGHT MOON WILL 
SPOIL VIEWING OF 
PERSEID METEORS 


Bright moonlight will cut down 
the brilliance of the annual mid- 
August. Perseid meteor shower, 
due tonight through Wednesday. 
They will be at their brightest 
tomorrow night before midnight, 
Edwin E, Friton, regional. direc- 
tor of the American Meteor So- 
ciety, said. He predicted, how- 
ever, that an observer away from 
the lights and haze of the city 
and looking into a clear sky 
would see no more than 20 or 
30 an hour, compared to the rate 
some years of one a minute. 
The meteors, thought to be 
dust in the orbit of Tuttle’s 
comet, heated to incandescence 
when they strike the earth’s at- 
mospheré, appear to radiate 
from the constellation Perseus in 
the northeast sky. 

Ordinarily they are seen. best 
here after midnight, when this 
side of the earth is leading, Fri- 
ton explained. “It’s the same as 
the way more rain hits the wind- 
shield than the back window of 
a moving automobile,” he said.

rises late dnd is brightest after 
midnight.

RUSSIA SAYS IT HAD 
FIRST STEAMBOAT 
AND SUBMARINE 


LONDON, Aug. 9 (UP)—Russia 
let it be known today that it is 
a “great sea-going country’—be- 
cause it built the first steamboat, 
motor vessel, submarine, _ice- 
breaker and oi] tanker. 

The Moscow radio made the 
claims yesterday and also credited 
Soviet shipbuilders with inventing 
the longitudinal system of ship- 
building as well as “the theory of 
the unsinkability of ships.” 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (AP)— 
Attorney General James P. Mc- 
Granery says he sees no reason 
for deporting Karl A. Latva of 
Wendell, N.H., the man who said 
he paid 90 cents in Communist 
dues 18 years ago. 

“I will certainly not break up 
this family and send this man- 
away, if the facts are as they are 
presently reported,” McGranery 
told a press conference yesterday. 
He said he will have the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation look 
into the case of the Finnish tex- 
tile worker who has been ordered 
deported under the 1950 McCar- 
ran Internal Security Act. 
Latva, a 49-year-old loomfixer, 
testified during naturalization pro- 
ceedings that he once joined the 
Communist party in 1934 and 
made a 90-cent contribution. He 
said he thought he was getting 
into a labor-aiding organization. 

McGranery said the Boston 
Federal judge who denied Latva’s 
petition to prevent deportation 
“ruled the only way he could 
under the McCarran act.”

DENVER, Aug. 9. (AP)—Gen. 
Dwight D, Eisenhower believes, 
says John Foster Dulles, that 
President Truman’s foreign policy 
is placing the United States in 
the greatest peril in its history. 

Dulles, Republican interna- 
tional affairs expert who until re- 
cently was an adviser to Secre- 


tary of State Dean Acheson, says 
only election of Eisenhower as 
President can block Soviet domi- 
nation of the free world and avert 
a third world war. 

Gov. Adlai Stevenson, Eisen- 
hower’s Demoé¢ratic opponent for 
the Presidency, “lacks the expe- 
rience, the stature and the power 
of decision in great world matters 
which are so necessary to save 
our nation at this time,” Dulles 
told a press conference yestérday. 

Two-Hour Conference. 

Dulles, ‘chief author of the 
foreign policy plank of the G.O.P. 
platform, spoke out after a two- 
hour conference with Eisenhower 
and his vice presidential running 
mate, Senator Richard M. Nixon 
of California.

725 Case Over F aulty 
Ammunition. 


A United States district court 
opinion clearing the United States 
Cartridge Co. of responsibility for 
the manufacture and shipment of 
faulty ammunition from the Small 
Arms Plant during World War II 


was affirmed yesterday by the 
United States Court of Appeals. 

The Government, in a suit for 
$214,878,725, appealed from a 
judgment of Judge Rubey M. 
Hulen in favor of the cartridge 
company, a subsidiary of the 
Western Cartridge Co. of East 
Alton. The Government sought to 
recover payment and damages for 
small arms ammunition manufac- 
tured between February, 1942, 
and September, 1943, charging 
that defective ammunition was in- 
termingled with each lot pro- 
duced, rendering all the ammuni- 
tion unsuitable for use. It was 
charged that improper inspection 
and packing were responsible. 

The cartridge company, which 
operated the plant on a cost plus 
a fixed fee basis, denied the 
charges and contended that under 
the terms of its contract all work 
was at the expense and risk of 
the Government, except for loss 
or damage resulting from per- 
sonal failure of the corporate of- 
ficers of the company. 

Judge Hulen, after hearing 
more than 150 witnesses, held 
that the Government failed. to 
present substantial evidence of an 
absence of good faith, or of per- 
sonal failure by corporate officers 
of the cartridge company. The 
three judges of the appeals court 
upheld the ruling with the obser- 
vation that if both Judge Hulen 
and the appeals court should be 
overruled in a further appeal, the 
Government then would be en- 
titled to a new trial. 


BOTANIST. LOST 
IN WOODS STARTS 
FIRE, FACES FINE 


SISTERS, Ore., Aug. 9 (AP)— 
A University of California botany 
professor got lost in the woods 
and set a fire to signal for help.

Covert of Houston, Republican, an 
examiner in the legal ee 
as a member of the commission 
succeed Kyle D. Williams of Ave 
bany, Republican, who resigned 
to enter private law practice here. 

Osburn’s resignation was an- 
nounced last Thursday by Gov. 
Smith. It was leanred that Os- 
burn notified Smith about July 15 
that he planned to resign July 31 
then extended the date of his res- 
ignation until today. 

Osburn Named in 1945. 

Osburn, former Speaker of the 
Missouri House, was appointed to 
the Public Service Commission in 
April 1945 for an unexpired term 
of two years by the then Gov- 
ernor, Phil M. Donnelly. He was 
reappointed by Donnelly in 1947 
for a full six-year term. 

In the recent primary campaign 
Osburn was head of the speakers’ 
bureau of the campaign organiza- 
tion which supported Donnelly in 
his successful drive for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for election to 
a second term as Governor.

This ought to end the long drawn-out argu- 
ment about the riverfront tracks removal. Wheth- 
er it will also arouse a new interest in the com- 
pletion of the monumental park—as hoped for 
by William W. Crowdus, president of the Jeffer- 
son National Expansion Memorial Association— 
remains to be seen. 

Certainly, Congress has shown no disposition 
in recent years to provide the federal funds 
needed to supplement the St. Louis bond’ issue 
for this purpose. But the people of St. Louis and 
of Missouri can now go to Washington and say 
that they have kept their part of the bargain, 
that they have cleared the last obstacle within 
their control. ) 

It might be remembered, meanwhile, that next 
year will mark the 150th anniversary of the 
Louisiana Purchase. One of the ways of cele- 
brating that significant event in St. Louis might 
be temporary landscaping of the riverfront area 
which, while not making any radical changes 
in its present use, might at least make it much 
more pleasing to the eye. 
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Germany Agrees to Pay 

If there is any further proof needed of the 
impossibility of forcing a Carthaginian peace on 
the loser of a modern world war, it is afforded 
by the debt agreement reached by West Ger- 
many and the Western Allies. Even the Ger- 
mans must regard this settlement as generous. 

The United States, Great Britain and France 
have substantially scaled down the repayment of 
leans made principally for postwar German re- 
habilitation. The United States has cut the Ger- 
man obligation from $3,200,000,000 to $1,200,000.- 
000. And if Congress approves, Germany will be 
given five years before starting payments. 

Private debts owed by Germans were the chief 
subject of the agreement initialed in London. 
These amount to $2,500,000,000 or $3,000,000,- 
000. They are to be paid in full, but concessions 
have been made as to interest and the time in 
which the debts are to be discharged. German 
prewar debts also will be assumed by the new 
government if it accepts the London agreement. 

A more detailed analysis of the arrangement 
is hardly in place here. Sufficient to say that 
the negotiators followed sound policy in stress- 
ing the repayment of private debts and in par- 
tial remission of public debts. This should make 
it easier for German authorities to find ways 
of helping private debtors who sustained severe 
war losses. The scaling down of the loans also 
helps to take West Germany out of the category 
of bankrupt nations, and so strengthens it for the 
role it is expected to play in the grand alliance 


_ of the West. 


Fundamentally, the agreement is a recognition 
that the costs of war, direct and indirect, must 
be written off as best they can in an effort to 
achieve a new stability. . 
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Precaution 

Everybody in Missouri will be glad to see that 
the’ Kansas City election officials have stored 
this year’s primary ballots in a bank vault. We 
know of no suspicion of fraud, but if one should 
turn up, it would be necessary to have the bal- 
lots and election data for. checking. This precau- 
tion will remind miany Missourians that the 
vault-blowing of 1947 remains unsolved. The 
evidence in the 1946 Kansas City primary frauds 
has never been recovered. Nor does anyone seem 
to know who committed the crime. J. Edgar 
Hoover’s G-men have solved many a crime but 
on this one in Missouri they still appear to be 
completely stumped. 
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While 1000 Children Wait 

Now that the vacancies on the Board of 
Children’s Guardians have been filled: through 
appointment by Mayor Darst, the appointment 
of an executive director becomes a major 
responsibility of the board as now constituted. 

Creation of the post of executive director 
was recommended by the Child Welfare 
League of America in January after a compre- 
hensive study of the board’s work. The recom- 
mendation was made urgently, for disorders 
were occurring at Bellefontaine Farms, the 
board’s correctional school for boys, and it was 
considered likely that disorders would continue 
to occur until the reforms proposed by the Child 
Welfare League were instituted. 

Appointment of an executive dire¢tor was 
one of the very first of these recommendations 
in priority, and also one. of the very first in 
importance. For other reforms required the 
unifying and guiding hand of a trained executive 
director to bring them about. 

In June, five months after the Child Welfare 
League’s report was issued, John E. Dula, then 
the league’s consultant-surveyor, who had ‘made 
the study, returned to St. Louis and expressed 
surprise and disappointment that the initial step 
of appointing an executive directom had still 
not been taken after so long a time. 

The board was unanimously in favor of going 
ahead with the appointment, but Comptroller 

. Milton Carpenter was said to be delaying it. 
Mr. Carpenter favored selection of a busipess 
man for the post, whereas the Child Welfare 
League and members of the Board of Children’s 
Guardians considered it vital that the appointee 
‘should be a trained and experienced social 
worker. 

In June the board urged the Board of Estimate 
and Agporti tionment to approve appointment * 
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Children’s Guardians 
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Rush Act.in City Hall 
Alderman Louis Berra’s Ways and Means Com- 
mittee by a vote of 4 to 1 has recommended a 
flat city earnings tax of one-half of one per cent 
with no deductions. And Mr. Berra says that 
he will try to persuade the Board of Aldermen 


to adopt this recommendation today under sus- 
pension of rules. : 


_ Although it had before it an alternative earn- - a 


ings tax proposal which allowed deductions for 
dependents, the committee held no hearings on.

are being asked to adopt them on Saturday. | 

In all fairness, there is a need for prompt. 
action. The new tax ought to go into effect as 
soon as possible to provide the maximum relief 
of the city’s strained financial position. But Al- 
derman Berra’s time schedule smacks more of 
railroading than of prudent procedure. 

He says that all the arguments for. and against 
an earnings tax have been expressed before, and 
that there is no use in giving ‘somebody a chance 
to repeat them. But since alternative forms of 
the tax have been proposed, it. seems that at 
least one public session might be held to give 
the people of St. Louis a chance to express their 
preferences. The Aldermen also might be given 
a little time to study the committee recommen- 
dation. :

{s to explain it to the taxpayers and to listen to 
their opinions of it, The way to make sure that

—and the public be damned. 
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Changes in the Senate 


With the defeat of Senator Kenneth McKellar 
of Tennessee it becomes a fact that at least 
three major committees of the Senate will have 
new chairmen regardless of the outcome of the 
November election. : 

Senator McKellar was chairman of the power- 
ful Appropriations Committee with its control 
of the Senate’s pursestrings. The ranking Demo- 
crat is Carl Hayden of Arizona, who will be- 


. come chairman if the Democrats retain a Senate 


Majority. If the Republicans win, the chairman 
will be Styles Bridges of New Hampshire. 

Senator Tom Connally of Texas, present chair- 
man of the Foreign Relations Committee, was 
not a candidate to succeed himself in his state’s 
recent primary. He will be succeeded by either 
Democrat Walter F. George of Georgia or Demo- 
crat Theodore F. Green of Rhode Island or Re- 
publican Alexander Wiley of Wisconsin. Sena- 
tor George is now chairman of the Finance 
Committee, but would probably prefer to be 
Foreign Relations chairman. 

The death of Senator Brien McMahon of Con- 

necticut opens up the chairmanship of the Joint 
Congressional Committee on Atomic Energy. 
Who will succeed him cannot be told at this 
time but Congressman Carl T. Durham of North 
Carolina is the Vice Chairman. The ranking Re- 
publican member is Senator Bourke B. Hicken- 
looper of Iowa. 
- Still other notable committee changes will 
come as result of the primary defeat of Owen 
Brewster of Maine. The prospect now is that 
Wayne Morse is certain te get the seat on the 
Foreign Relations Committee which last went to 
Brewster. The Old Guard kept Senator Morse 
off that important committee before, but it can 
scarcely hold him out again. Certainly the able 
Oregon Senator is worthy of the seat.

A Swiss Discovers the South 


North still makes too little effort to understand this land of 
“peace of revenge” where there was no Marshall plan, he says; 
industry and farm mechanization are transforming region; migra- 
tion of Negroes from South is changing pattern of America.

The experience of having seen and 
heard on Capitol Hill some of the politi- 
cians, Senators and Representatives sup- 
posedly characteristic of the Deep South, 
is indeed apt to fill the traveler with 
certain anxious forebodings. 


The first impressions of the South are 
not encouraging. You drive through bleak 
and ill-groomed countryside, low-rolling 
hills dotted with pine woods, cotton fields 
a purplish brown in the early spring sun, 
past dilapidated but inhabited cabins and 
deserted mansions with window frames 
askance and hollow, suggesting some vague 
kind of horror. 


The approach to every town leads~ 


through colonies of desolate barracks, the 
dark interiors of which are filled with 
swarms of unkempt Negroes, . 


Then again suddenly one comes upon 
the most beautiful old residences, exquis- 
ite examples of the colonial style, in park- 
like settings where the first azaleas glow. 

Miniature Williamsburgs, these estates 
stand apart from the stream of common 
life, barely touched by the ghostlike 
shantytowns and slums which disfigure 
the countryside and the cities. 

One sees much poverty among blacks 
and whites and comes near to agreeing 
with the. Northerners who consider the 
South the problem child of the Union. 


Old Dream Coming True 


Just as one is about to yield to these 
negative reactions, one remembers that 
the North, with its Harlem in New York, 
its “Skid Row” in Chicago, and certain 
sections of Pittsburgh, to mention only 
a few places, also has a number of prob- 
lems on its hands. If the North were 
measured by the same yardsticks as the 
South, how well would it fare? ’ 

No one will want to base his ultimate 
opinion of New York on Harlem, or of 
Chicago on “Skid Row”; why then should 
anyone judge Atlanta by its Decatur 
street, dark accumulation of Negro joints 
full of miserable figures? 

Back of the cotton fields, close by the 
stately. mansions, across stretches of rot- 
ting land, giant machines looking like dino- 
saurs are at work. 

Wherever one travels, factories are go- 
ing up for textile, synthetic fiber, paper 
and cement production. 

Seventy years ago Henry Grady prophe- 
sied the industrialization of the South, 
then lying low in the shame of defeat and 
the so-Called Reconstruction. His dreams 
are being realized today. 

The first step had to be the departure 
from the one-crop economy which period- 
ically plunged the region into severe 
crises. Crop diversification, which began 
with.the transition to corn, soy beans and 
fruit, is now being carried forward with 
the development, above all, of dairy and 
livestock farming. 


The Huts That Vanished 


In South Carolina the area planted to 
cotton has been cut from two to one 
million acres, whereas pasture land has 
been increased from 250,000 acres in 1948 
to 750,000 acres in 1951. 

Tupelo, in northeastern Mississippi, il- 
lustrates the rise of the New South. This 
little town used to be a typical victim of 
repeated cotton crop failures and just 
seemed about ready to give up. Then a 
young editor of the Tupelo Journal de- 
cided to take matters in hand. 

He got his fellow citizens interested and 
together they created the Community De- 
velopment Foundation. They called in the 
County Agent of the Mississippi Agricul- 
tural Institute and under his guidance the 
farmers began to shift from cotton plant- 
ing to livestock and chicken farming. 

That freed some hands for which other 
work had to be found. The Community 
Development Foundation remembered the 
cheap electric power which the Tennessee 
Valley Authority had t to the north 
of Alabama and Mississip . 
five or 


construct small factories in Tupelo. 

The rise of the New South is character- 
ized by a third phenomenon, the mechani- 
zation of agriculture. One tractor re- 
places three to five men, one cotton picker, 
the most modern harvesting machine, does 
the work of 30 men. On the Price Le- 
more plantation in Montgomery : county, 
Alabama,—a cotton plantation—five Ne- 
groes work the 2000 acres with tractor 
plows, with flame throwers to kill the 
weeds and with harvesters. 

The tenants who used to cultivate this 
land have departed; their miserable huts 
have been torn down and burned. The 
five Negroes live in stone houses with 
running water and electric light, their 
wives look after the household and the 
children go to school nine months of the 
year. 


Where Memory Is Long 


_ With the elimination of the old planta- 
tion economy dependent on the white 


sharecroppers and the Negroes, there is | 


taking place a transformation which will 
end in making the South more similar to 
the North in economic and social respects. 

When Gen. Lee surrendered at Appo- 
mattox the Union was saved, but the abyss 
opened by the War of Secession remained, 
indeed it was: made deeper during the 
“Reconstruction,” the terrible “peace of 
revenge.” 


“For us there was no Marshall Plan,” 
say the people in Georgia, where the mem- 
ory of Sherman’s march to Atlanta is be- 
ing kept keenly alive. To this day there 
has remained a bitterness against the 
North, where in general one does not 
make too much of an effort to understand 
the South and to help it with the solution 
of its problems which go back to colonial 
times and are shared by no other part of 
the country. 

Of America’s 15,000,000 Negroes, 10,000,- 
000 today live in the South, according 
to the census of 1950-—-the same number 
as in 1940 when in the country as a whole 
there were only 13,000,000 Negroes. Most 
Southern states show either a relative or 
absolute decrease of their Negro popula- 
tion, 

“The Negro problem moves north,” 
wrote the Democrat-Times of Greenville 
in the fertile delta. 


The Negro Problem Migrates 


The Negro emigration from the South 
has two effects which, as far as can be 
foreseen, may finally contribute to a so- 
lution of the chief problem of the South, 
the Negro problem. The more Negroes 
emigrate from the “black belts,” the less 
urgent will the South’s Negro problem 
become. ‘The migration exerts a consider- 
able pressure upon the Northern politi- 
cians, in that they must try to improve 
the lot of the Negroes, especially those 
of the South, 

A Negro who moves to Detroit, Chicago 
or San Francisco will try to use his vote 
for the improvement of the condition of 
his friends and relatives left behind in 
the South. What he desires is an elimina- 
tion of the barriers which separate black 
and white in the South and rob the Negro 
of his “equal opportunity,” especially in 
the labor market. 

It is very doubtful that the project of 
FEPC is the solution to a problem which 
has its roots in depths difficult to reach by 


legislation. 

In many respects court practice has con- 
tributed to a reduction of the segregation 
barriers, and thus unquestionably has en- 
couraged the Ne and their organiza- 
tions to seek the nt of their wishes 
by way of the law, and to rely on their 


franchise for the purpose. |

“There is in American Protes- 
tant Christianity an enormous 
reservoir of good will,” Dean 
Galen said, “But it needs to learn 
how to express itself in practical 
and constructive fashion in the 
many fields of human relations. 
One is the improvement of rela- 
tions between people of various 
racial backgrounds. 

Purpose of Institute. 


“A great many Christian people 
in various parts of the country 
are working on these problems, 
but generally in isolation from 
each other. This institute is de- 
vised for sharing experiences so 
as to make our methods more 
effective.” 

Workshops to dramatize case 
studies of racial and religious 
prejudices were a feature of the 
institute. 

When a pastor from a northern 
city said it was easier to establish 
racially integrated congregations 
in the Norththan in the South, 
several other men and women in 
the group raised protests. “You 
are not acquainted with our rap- 
idly growing suburbs in northern 
cities,” one of them said. “Sub- 
urban life in the north is racially 
exclusive, not inclusive.” 

Herman H. Long of Nashville, 
Tenn., said “There is no sectional 
distribution of bigots. In the 
South, however, the social pattern 
is more rigidly drawn.” 

Long is a staff member of the 
Race Relations Department of the 
American Missionary Association. 
He took part in last year’s insti- 
tute here. 

Wednesday of institute week 
was spent on field trips. The first 
visit was to St. Louis Children’s 
Hospital, a racially integrated in- 
stitution. A conference was held 
with Dr. Alexis F. Hartmann, 
chief of staff, and Dr. Helen Nash, 
pediatrician of the hospital.

The other three hours he 
spends pretending to be busy—rustling papers, 
walking back and forth to the water cooler, fidget- 
ing‘at his desk. 

It is these three hours of acting that cause so 
much tension and send the business man home so 
tired he is even ready to talk back to his wife. A 
three-hour daily’ stint on the stage is an ordeal 
even for a professional actor. What kind of a 
strain nf&st it be then for the millions of amateurs 
in American offices?

SOME CHILDREN HAVE psychological hunger. They feel 
they lack something, they are lonély, they want something that 
they cannot define and they feel hungry so they eat. These 
children will carry cookies and candy in their pockets, and 
munch all day long if they can manage it. When they run out 
of supplies they complain, “I’m hungry.” 

“But you just ate enough to keep you for hours,” protegts 
the puzzled mother. “You don’t need to eat like this. You're 
too fat now.” 

“But I’m hungry. I am so hungry,” and very likely he be- 
gins to cry. 

Something is wrong with this child and it is not hunger 
for food. It is hunger for something he misses. It might be 
affection. It might be a feeling of being important to someone 
he likes, It might ‘be that he wants to excel in some field of 
activity and cannot make the grade. Somewhere he is wanting 
and he expresses that wanting in hunger. 

Material food will not help this child. We have to learn 
what it is he wants so badly and either help him to get it or 
so change his attitude that he no longer wants it and is satis- 
fied with something that takes its place in his inner self.

THIS CONDITION IS NOT to be passed up lightly. This 
child is very unhappy, and very unwell. He must be helped 
discreetly. He is not to be laughéd at, nor called fatty, nor 
shamed because of his overeating. He is to be studied un- 
obtrusively until some hint of his trouble is discovered. When 
his confidence has been- won, he may disclose it in his talk. 
Prying is not the way to get to him. Affectionate care, patient 
study, watching his interests and measuring his success in 
them, noting what he admires will, most likely, help to dis- 
close his feeling of hunger for the one desire of his heart. 

A deep interest, fully satisfied, removes psychological 
hunger and then the overweight disappears. He no longer feels 
he must eat to satisfy it.

Customs Are 


Revived by TV

W: are beginning to emulate 
some ancient dining customs 
which were followed to ad- 
vantage by the Romans and which 
continued during the Middle 
Ages. Meals were served in the 
most comfortable spot rather than 
in a special dining room. 

In cold weather, the room that 
had had heat from the sun during 
the day as well as from the ever- 
burning fireplace was chosen. In 
summer, it was the cooler north 
room, It is not the weather that 
influences us so much now as that 
very modern invention, the tele- 
vision. During the political con- 
ventions, the older members of 
the family clustered around the 
set and often were content with 
tray meals. The children had been 
converted long ago to this prac- 
tice at the hour when their favor- 
ite programs appeared. 

During the warm weather, salad 
—refreshing and easy to serve— 
is often featured for the tray 
meal. It may have a hearty base 
of meat or fish, or may have a 
generous fruit and vegetable 
combination with cheese or stuff- 
ed eggs as the accompaniment. 
Canned grapefruit sections, one 
of our favorites among the pro- 
ducts of this type, are amazingly 
good substitutes for the fresh 
fruit. The juice that is drained 
from the fruit is delicious, by 
the way, in a jellied dessert or 
salad for use on another day. Or 
it may be used as an ingredient 
of a salad dressing. Either a 
French or a cooked fruit juice 
dressing may be made with the 
tangy grapefruit juice. 

GRAPEFRUIT JELLY 

1 envelope unflavored gelatine, 
14 cup water, 1% cups grape- 
fruit juice and water, 4% teaspoon 
salt, % cup sugar and % cup 
sherry. 

Soak gelatine in water. Heat 
fruit juice and water. Add salt 
and sugar, add to gelatine and 
stir until dissolved. Add sherry. 
Pour into mold and chill until 
set. Yield: 4 servings. Note: For 
salad, 1 cup sliced cucumber and 
1 tablespoon minced onion may 
be added.

SALAD DRESSING 

3 eggs, 1 teaspoon salt, 2 tea- 
spoon paprika, 2 tablespoons sug- 
ar, 2 tablespoons melted butter or 
margarine, 4% cup rich milk or 
cream, % to % cup grapefruit 
juice.

A DOCTOR’S waiting foom is 
not the most enviable place to 
spend your time, - Yet, your doc- 
tor has probably strained his in- 
genuity in an effort to use a sys- 
tem which will shorten your wait 
or eliminate it altogether. 

If he uses the appointment sys- 
tem, something is sure to throw 
him off. It may be an emergency 
house call, a delay on the morning 
hospital rounds or house calls, or 
a very long-winded patient early 
in the afternoon. Any or all of 
these can hold him back and 
make each appointment run way 
behind its scheduled time. The 
fault occurs when his receptionist 
cannot or does not explain to you 
the reason for any delay. 

If he abandons the appointment 
system and sees people in the or- 
der of their arrival, that still 
means an inevitable wait on most 
afternoons. Not everyone can be 
first. Getting there very early 
means waiting ‘until the doctor 
arrives. 

Some doctors wish it were pos- 
sible for no one to wait. But the 
very nature of professional work 
makes the time required for each 
patient unpredictable. There 
doesn’t seem to be any satisfac- 
tory solution.

Is Your Child Ready for School? 


ARLY in September approxi- 

mately 18,000 St. Louis young- 

sters will enter school for the 
first time. It is important that 
these beginners enter into this 
new adventure in the best pos- 
sible physical and mental condi- 
tion. 

In order that they may do so 
they should have a complete 
physical examination before 
school starts, and all medical and 
dental treatments advised by 
their physicians should be started 
immediately. Particular attention 
should be given to vision and 
hearing in order that any handi- 
cap to a successful school career 
can be discovered and the neces- 
sary corrections made. 

Every child entering school this 
fall should receive a “booster” 
dose of diphtheria and whooping 
cough vaccine to reinforce the 
protection he should have re- 
ceived during infancy. He should 
be revaccinated against smallpox. 

Before school actually begins, a 
child’s daily schedule should be 
adjusted to the school day so that 
he has adequate rest, food and 
outdoor exercise. A child is not 
likely to be very happy or alert 
during the first few weeks of 
school if his routine is too 
abruptly changed. 

In addition to these suggestions 
for beginners, I recommend that 
every student entering inter- 
mediate or high school go to his 
family physician for a physical

It,” and suggests that this is a 
practical answer for some people. 

The same thing is said in the 
book’s foreword, which was writ- 
ten by Dr. Lawrence S. Kubie, 
the psychologist. I think it a prac- 
tical and wise little book. 

At the very end Mrs. Myers 
gives 10 rules she believes in and 
I particularly like the tenth, 
which reads: 


“Above all, stop being -sorry 
for yourself. Prolonged grieving 
over an irrevocable loss may be- 
come selfish and inhuman. Mak- 
ing one oblivious to the demands 
and needs of others. ... Grief 
can become a possessive and 
deadly thing, if allowed to blind 
us to the world about us. It is 
not so much what happens to 
us that counts, but how we meet 
and handle the experience. 


“However tragic the blow that 
befalls us, let us say, simply and 
casually, like the Parisian shop- 
keeper who was asked what he 
did during the French revolu- 
tion: ‘I survived.’ Let us be proud 
and be grateful for that very act 
of survival.” 

This seems to me a pretty good 
philosophy when something has 
happened or may happen that you 
ean do nothing about. The only 
way to keep yourself sane and 
useful is to stop thinking about it.

RESERVE MEMBER BANKS’ 
EARNINGS SHOW GAIN 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (AP}— 
The Federal Reserve reported 
earnings of its member banks 
improved in the first half of 1952. 
Net earnings before income 
taxes totaled 788 million dollars 
for the 6,800 banks, an increase 
of 91 million over the first half 
of 1951 and 48 million over the 
second half. 

A sharp increase in set asides 
for income and excess profit 
taxes cut net profits in first half 
1952 to 415 millions. But that 
was more than the 381 million in 
the first half of 1951 or 375 mil- 
lion in the second half. 

Net earnings (before taxes) 
amounted to 15.2 percent of av- 
erage total capital invested in the 
banks during first half 1952 
against 14.2 and 14.6 per cent 
for the first and second halves of 
1951. 

Net profits (after taxes and ad- 
justments for taxes, profits on 
securities etc.) amounted to eight 
per cent against 7.8 and 7.4 per 


cent in the two preceding half- 


year periods.
